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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the plurality of 
electromagnets formed having different geometrical group cell patterns on the fixed 
plate as required by claim 1 must be shown, the group cell patterns including triangular, 
pentagonal, and hexagonal array pattern of claims 4 and 5, the group cell pattern 
disposed along an outer perimeter of the fixed plate and a second group cell pattern 
disposed within a center portion of the fixed plate as required by claims 9 and 13, and 
the geometrical group cell patterns including a first group cell pattern disposed along 
even-numbered rows, and a second group cell pattern disposed along odd-numbered 
rows must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. {It should be noted that the Brief Description of the Drawings should 
be amended to include description of newly added figures.) 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 
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The specification does not provide proper antecedent basis for the combination 
of different cell patterns where the cell patterns are triangular, pentagonal and 
hexagonal. (It should be noted that original claims 4 and 5 provided support for such as 
possibility). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

Claims 1-16 are indicated as being allowable over the prior art of record because 
the prior art of record does not teach a plurality of electromagnets having different 
geometrical patterns on a fixed plate on a side of a sputtering target. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5-29-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments have been considered. As discussed above the prior art 
does not suggest a plurality of electromagnets having different geometrical patterns on 
a fixed plate on a side of a sputtering target. New objections have been raised with 
regards to the drawings and specification. The examiner awaits Applicant's response to 
the new objections.
